Hit And Run 


Back when Def Leppard and 
Bon Jovi ruled the airwaves and 
Motley Crue and Ratt reigned 
over the Sunset Strip, the lure of 
record deals and girls opened 

the door for hair metal to crawl out of the The Roxy and 
Coconut Teazer to contaminate the SoCal punk scene in 
the worst way. 

Sure, Decry released “Japanese” and Pat Dubar grew his 
hair and recorded “Staring Into the Sun” before forming 
Mind Funk, but the most glaring example is TSOL’s 
“Hit and Run” — which was horrible even by 1987 
standards. 

The band had come a long way since telling Reagan 
to shove it in '81, and while they were one of the 
few bands that successfully evolved from hardcore 
(“Weathered Statues”) to Damned-like goth (“Dance 
With Me”) to rock (“Change Today?”), “Hit and Run” had 
the band looking like Faster Pussycat while sounding 
like Great White. Vocalist Joe Wood, who replaced 
original singer Jack Grisham, looks absolutely ridiculous 
in the cover shot in eyeliner with his jet-black hair 
teased up about half a foot. 

Bassist Mike Roche and drummer Mitch Dean look just 
as goofy, but guitarist Ron Emory gets a pass by pretty 
much staying true to himself despite the bad music. 

“Hit and Run” pretty much killed what needed to 
die. The band recorded one last trashy, blues album, 
“Strange Fruit,” but Emory quit before it was finished 
and was soon followed by Roche, leaving no original 
members by 1990. The group sued Wood nine years 
later and eventually won the rights to play and record 
once again as TSOL. - by Larry Harmon

Karl Mueller 
Soul Asylum 

Throat cancer claimed the life of the Soul Asylum bassist 
on June 17, at the age of 41. 

From their birth as Minneapolis flannel-rocking post- 
punks-alongside contemporaries The Replacements and 
Husker Du--to major-label success with the albums “...And 
The Horse They Rode In On” and “Grave Dancers Union,” 
Soul Asylum epitomized the late-80’s/early-90’s roots- 
rock, guitar-band success story. 

Having been diagnosed with a tumor on his esophagus 
in May of 2004, Mueller’s cancer went into remission 
following chemotherapy. Last October a benefit show was 
held which included a Soul Asylum reunion, as well as an 
unlikely reunion of Husker Du’s notoriously at-odds Grant 
Hart and Bob Mould. 

He is survived by his wife Mary Beth and Mary, his 
mother. 


RIP 

Esther Wong (1917-2005) aka “the godmother of punk” passed away at the age 
of 88. Originally from Shanghai, Ms. Wong opened the nightclub “Madame 
Wong’s” in LA in the late sixties. Once featuring only Polynesian music, in 1978 
went punk and featured shows by X, the Ramones, and the Go Gos. 


Randy “Biscuit” Turner (Big Boys ) 1956 - 2005 


At press time, we heard the incredibly sad news that musician and artist Randy “Biscuit” 
Turner was found deceased in his Austin, TX home. Beloved throughout the years, Biscuit 
was one of the founding members of Texas’ legendary Big Boys, who from the late seventies 
and were a notable influence on other punk/funk bands such as Fishbone and Red Hot Chili 
Peppers. Ironically, the same day that he was found dead, he was featured on the cover of the 
Austin Chronicle (and one day before a big show of his art was to open).

On September 17th of 2004, A-F Records nearly closed for 
good after being inundated as a result of the worst flooding 
Western Pennsylvania had seen in over 20 years. The A- 
F offices are located in a suburb of Pittsburgh which is 


Around 4:30, a few staff members (Katie, Dan and Jeff) were 
still stuck in the area due to the traffic chaos and returned 
to the office to see what was going on. At that point water 
had already begun seeping into the office much quicker 
than anyone thought. Thanks to the help of our accountants 
(whose office is directly above A-F's) everything that had been 
moved to higher ground earlier that afternoon was piled into 
the accountant's office as quickly as possible. In less than an 
hour, water was already knee deep and everyone was forced 
to leave for safety reasons. Due to the impossibility of going 
anywhere Katie and Dan stayed at Jeffs that evening, who 
lives only a few minutes from the office. By around 6 PM the 
rain subsided and the waters began receding. 

Early Saturday morning we all met at the office to assess 
the damage, and no one was prepared for what we found. 
Almost everything that had been left in the office had been 
destroyed. The water and mud had been 34 inches (3 feet) 
high and covered everything in mud and raw sewage. With 
help from friends and family members we began the cleanup 
which lasted for over two weeks, day in and day out, and by 
the time it was over and our landlord was able to begin the 
cleanup we'd thrown out over 2 large dumpsters' worth of 
A-F Records. We were able to set up a temporary office and 
warehouse from where we worked up until early November, 
when the office cleanup was completed just in time for the 
beginning of the holiday season. 

As you can see in the photos, it was an utter mess, but despite 
having to start from scratch we're all extremely grateful that

no one was hurt or killed, which was a very real possibility. 
We've also grown a lot closer as a result and have a renewed 
sense of purpose, both as a label as well as friends. 


Hot Flood Action 


crisscrossed by countless creeks and streams, all of which 
are interconnected with the three rivers that Pittsburgh is 
famous for: the Monongahela, the Allegheny and the Ohio. 
One such creek is only 25 yards from the back entrance to 
the office, and for the past few years we've all seen the water 
levels rise dramatically countless times after a few days' 
rain. 


In early September, the remnants of several Florida 
hurricanes resulted in massive rains in Western 
Pennsylvania, with Plurricane Ivan dropping the most 
rain of all. By the 17th, it had been raining non-stop for 
a week and the creek had swelled to twice its normal 
volume. We'd been expecting some flooding but had 
been told to expect a couple of inches of water at the 
most, nothing that a shop vac and some industrial fans 
couldn't take care of. By 1 PM the creek had begun 
spilling over onto the road behind the office, and for 
the next two hours everything that could be moved to 
higher ground was: office computers, boxes and boxes 
of merch, CDs, files, band gear, you name it. By 3:30 the 
area was being evacuated and having moved as much 
A-F stuff as possible the staff left, hoping to be able to 
make it home in a timely manner.

U.S. BOMBS (and ex-ONE MAN ARMY) drummer Chip Hanna 
could’ve baked pies, collected baseball cards or restored old 
VWs, but nooooo...he chose the most thankless and puzzling 
hobby of them all, reliving the battles of the bloodiest war in the 
USA’s short history. With hair-splitting attention to detail, these 
anachronists turn the fields and backwoods of America into a 
living PBS documentary. 

What kind of reenactments do you do? 

I’ve done Civil War stuff and Gunfighter shows. 

Where do you go to perform your reenactments? 

There’s a Civil War event every October in Fresno, and one 
every September in Huntington Beach. I’ve never been back 
East to an event at an Eastern Theater Battlefield. I haven’t 
been to a reenactment in quite a while actually... 

What are some events that you’ve recreated? 

A demonstration of artillery tactics and basic maneuver of 
full-scale 10 pounder Parrott Cun and some basic Infantry 
tactics. Also live stunt shows with falls up to 20 feet at a Wild 
West theme park here in Phoenix.

My Civil War uniform was made in 
North Carolina to specifications of 
that states’ issue to their troops 
in 1864.

It’s Rudy’s Can’t 
Fail, deep in the heart of historic Emeryville, CA. Just a crow’s dropping from 
legendary Gilman St. They make a wicked Guinness milk shake and the best 
Eggs Blackstone you ever had. Just don’t ask for a “Scramblinista!”, cuz they 
don’t have it. 

How did you guys decide that you’d open an eatery? 

Mike: The resturant was Jefferys idea, and I’ve always thought that the East 
Bay could use a great diner. 

Jeffery: I knew the family that owned the property and ran a restaurant in it’s 
location for about 40 years. It was called Eugene’s Ranch House and Eugene 
was there everyday, even into his 90’s he would be sitting in the dining room 
peeling potatoes.

Mike: I think we just enjoy the idea of having a diner the way we like it. i.e: 
food, music, setting, etc. 


Do either of you guys fancy yourself masters of the culinary arts? 
Jeffery: I worked in hotel kitchens and restaurants from age 15 to 26 and 
became quite a good cook. I really specialized in pastries but then started this 
little t-shirt company and gave up cooking as a profession. 

Mike: I myself am a jack of all meals, master of none. But, I do like a 
restuarant that can make the simple things well. 

What kind of food do you serve and what are some examples of menu 
items and who came up with the names of the of the dishes?

What is your favorite dish? 

Jeffery: “Give Em Enough Meatloaf 

Mike: I love the huevos rancheros, I’m a big fan of salsa verde and our 
rancheros isn’t like a lot of others. 

What kind of clientele do you have? Who’s eaten there? 

Mike: The people that eat at Rudy’s are the people that live work and visit the 
East Bay. Our customers have adopted Rudy’s as their own, and we love it. 
Jeffery: Fat Mike has eaten here. So no one else really matters do they? 
Will you be expanding the Rudy’s Can’t Fail Empire? 

Mike: Wherever there is a need for great diner food Rudy will be there to 
defend the Diner way of life!

Gordy (singer for THE FORGOTTEN & LARS FREDERIKSEN 
& THE BASTARDS - as well the co-host of Rancid Radio) has 
signed on to be our culinary correspondent. We spoke with Gordy 
about his cooking show Eat Me which he does with his partner 
Gary Sunbury (THE CORNDOGS and owner of BG Bongs). 
Look for more food fun with Gordy in upcoming issues. 

How did you start doing Eat Me? 

Gary and I were out of work in late 2003 and lived next door 
to each other here in downtown San Jose. If we weren’t in the 
backyard shooting bb guns you could find us in front of the TV, 
watching Food Network, sinking bingers and talking shit on the 
different shows. So, in early 2004 we decided to film us making 
enchiladas and see if we couldn’t make it better, more simple and 
more entertaining than what we were subject to watching. Once 
edited, we sent the first episode to a festival (TCB Cafe Publishing 
and Media) of cooking shows from the U.S. and Canada. We had 
never made enchiladas together before and had definitely never 
done anything like that in front of the camera. We were also going 
up against people who had cooking shows running on public 


access for years. Regardless, we got 3rd place. Unfortunately 1 
was on Warped Tour at the time and would not come off tour with 
the Bastards for an entire year, so we weren’t able to put our full 
attention to the show and only filmed segments during the weeks I 
had off. Now we are revving up and pushing this forward. 

What inspired you to do the show? 

Being fully pissed at show-off chefs that take a simple dish and 
use shit in it that is hard to find at the local store or use terms 
that you don’t know. We figured that most people watching these 
shows don’t know about cooking and those arrogant chefs just 
lose ya. 

Who would you say is your culinary inspiration? 

Not who.. .what. Our inspiration was growing up poor. When you 
are poor and home alone you have to figure out how to make 
a meal out of spare parts. How to make stale stuff taste good. 
How to make your own sauces. I think that it is more important 
to know how to survive happily than it is to know how to cook 
lobster bisque.

How can people see your show? 

Right now we are only on myspace at http://blog.myspace.com/ 
eatmecooking there is a vid clip and many recipes. Our website 
should be up and running soon and that will feature even more of 
the show. We will begin shopping this show to different networks 
in the next few months and if no bites come of that we will still 
keep filming and release DVDs through punk labels. 


How many episodes have you done? 

We are currently on our 6th episode. 


What’s your favorite cheap eats dinner? 

Gordy: Too many to mention. That is where I come alive. Making 
rad cheap shit or turning leftovers into a main course. So let me 
tell you about the cheap HUGE meal cooking in my house right 
now. I paid about $3 for a 4 lb. chunk of pork shoulder. I laid it on 
a big piece of foil, poured liquid smoke ($1.25) on it and coated 
it with course sea salt and a dash of garlic powder. Then I sealed 
up the pork in the foil, put it in a crock pot and poured 2 cups of 
water in there. I’ll cook it on high for about 10 hours. Tonight me 
and the girl will eat it on Hawaiian sweet bread or over rice. If ya 
couldn’t tell, this is a poor man’s Kailua Pig. 

Gary: Hot Dog Tacos. Slice and fry dogs with onion, put ‘em in 
a hard taco shell, put sliced American cheese on it, put in broiler 
and melt cheese. Once out of oven, put parm’ cheese on ‘em. 


What’s your favorite “gourmet” dinner? 

Gordy: I find gourmet shit to be a waste of time and money. For 
my palate and wallet I dig a prime rib with creamed horseradish, 
creamed spinach, baked potato and Yorkshire pudding. That’s 
about as fancy as it gets for me. 

Gary: Love on a plate is gourmet for me. It don’t look good 
but it’s good. Skinless boneless chicken breast, rolled up with 


swiss cheese and ham, baked with a browned white sauce (white 
sauce with seasoning salt in it) served with cubed and buttered 
potatoes. 


What does the future hold for Eat Me? 

Many ideas to fulfill. Basically we just want to continue cooking 
rad food and having fun doing it. Other than that we want to go 
to punk rockers houses and show them how to cook a meal for a 
date, dinner meeting or whatever. If they already know what’s up 
in the kitchen then they can show us. We want to feature the BBQ 
bands from Warped Tour. We want to show how punk bands get 
by food-wise on the road. And we want to throw the biggest party/ 
BBQ episode anyone has ever seen. I’m talking twenty grills & 
smokers, bands, and everyone showing off what they can do on 
a grill. 


Open Whiskey and put a pour spout in the bottle. 
Pour one shot and imbibe. Wash chicken and remove 
severed organs from carcass. Shake and pull carcass 
till it loosens up and moves like a dead cat. Take shot. 

Mix all dry seasonings and rub over the outside. Slice 
lemon and onion. Coarsely chop garlic. Mix with fresh 
herbs and cram it all inside the chicken. Take shot. 
Pull skin over body cavity opening and secure with a 
toothpick. Shot. 


Ingredients: 

3-5lbs. chicken 
750ml Jim Beam 
1 lemon 
1 bulb of garlic 
1 onion 
fresh bay leaf 


fresh sage 
fresh thyme 
cumin 

chili powder 
garlic powder 
fresh ground pepper 
seasoning salt 


Bake at 375 or roast on BBQ using indirect heat for 
approx 1.5h. Basically till the thickest part of the breast 
registers at least 170. (don’t let it get over 180) once 
finished, the cumin you used on the outside will provide 
a smoky flavor and the crap you crammed into the 
chicken (aromatics) will have worked their way into the 
meat for a rad flavor. Shot. And Eat.

BJ Papas didn’t drop out of art school- she used it to get to where she 
needed to be- New York City. While attending the Fashion Institute of 
Technology in Chelsea, BJ used what she learned in her photography 
lessons to bring life to the underground punk / hard core scene that 
was burgeoning at the time. 

It was the 1980’s and BJ faced the criticism and disdain that most 
punks did at the time- she was told she would never amount to 
anything unless she learned to dress “properly” and stop wasting 
her time at rock clubs. 

The bands she spent time watching and shooting included 
Agnostic Front, Sick of It All, Murphy’s Law and numerous others - 
all of which made up the scene known as New York Hard Core. 
This underground family used BJ’s photos on their records and 
helped her become the photographer she is today. 

To date, BJ has shot such diverse bands as Aerosmith, Johnny 
Cash, Public Enemy, The Ramones and Metallica. 

As a freelance photographer working on both coasts, BJ has 
remained true to her punk rock and hardcore roots while still growing 
and shooting new and upcoming bands. Her photos can be seen 
in magazines such as Rolling Stone, Spin, Guitar World, Blender, 
and Revolver, to name a few.
